WIIEREAS, the County has funds, including in some cases being the recipient of Grant Funds,
that will provide for the delivery of cornmunity needs in the Truckee Meadows; and

WHEREAS, as the recipient of Grant Funds pursuant to a Grant, or in making other firnds
available, County is undertaking certain activities, programs, and services as outlined in this contract; and

WIIEREAS, the Grantee's legal status is as a recognized IRC 501(c) 3 nonprofit corporation, the
Grantee is in good standing in its state of formation, and the Grantee agrees to provide the County with a
certificate of good standing as a condition concurrent to this Contract, or, Grantee is a government
agency; and

WHEREAS, in consideration of receipt of this funding, the Grantee agrees to abide by the terms
and conditions of this Contract.

NOW, THEREFORE, theparties agree as follows:

1. DEFINITION OF TERMS

The Couuty Staff: The County Staffconsists of those persons working for Washoe
County who are designated to administer the grant as identified below.

Program Measurable Outcomes: The program measurable outcomes that are mutually
agreed to by the County and the Grantee as outlined within the Contract to be met by the
end of the Contract period.

Project Supervisor: The project supervisor is the individual from the Grantee who will
be responsible for the administration of the program and communications with the
County Staff.

4. PROCEDT]RAL REOT]IREMENTS

Insurance Requirements. The County has established specific insurance and
indemnification requirements for agreements/ contracts with non-profit agencies to
assure that reasonable insurance coverage is maintained. These requirements are
contained in Exhibit A attached hereto and incorporated by reference herein. A11

insurance requirements must be complied with prior to any reimbursement for any
program.

Legal Actions Against Grantee. If any legal action is filed against the Grantee, the
Grantee shall immediately notift County staff.

Assignment of Contract. It is agreed by and between the parties hereto that neither this
Contract nor any part thereof may be assigned by the Grantee, and that in the event that
the Grantee does so assign, the County Staff may, at their option, terminate this Contract
and be relieved of further obligation to the Grantee.

Grounds for Reduction of Compensation or Termination of the Contract. The
County Staff reserves the right to tenninate this Contract or to reduce the Contract
compensation arnount upon written notification to the Grantee that any one or more of
the following has occurred:

(1) Failure of the Grantee to file monthly/quarterly/annual (whichever is required)
reports by the Tthday of each month, or the 15e day after the end of the quarter
or year (whichever is appropriate);

@ Failure of the Grantee to meet any standards specified in this Contract;

(3) Expenditures under this Contract for ineligible activities, services, or items;

Failure to comply with written notice from County Staff of substandard
performance in scope of services under the tenns of this Contract;
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Amendment; waiver. This contract shall not be modified, amended, rescinded,
canceled or waived, in whole or in part, except by written amendment signed by duly
authorized representatives of the parties. No additional grants, monetary increase
amendments, or time extension amendments, will be approved unless all financial and
perfonnance reports are current. No waiver of any other provisions of this Contract shall
be deemed to be a waiver of any other provisions, regardless of similarity, and no waiver
shall constitute a continuing waiver. Forbearance or failure to declare a default or pursue
a remedy shall not constitute a waiver except as provided in this Contract.

Drafting Presumption. The parties acknowledge that this Contract has been agreed to
by both parties, that both parties have consulted or have had the opportunity to consult
with attorneys with respect to the terms, and that no presumption shall be created against
the County as the drafter of this Contract.

9. JI]RISDICTION AI\D GOVERNING LAW

It is understood and agreed by and between the parties hereto that this Contract shall be deemed
and construed to be entered into and to be performed in the County of Washoe, State of Nevada,
and it is further understood and agreed by and between the parties hereto that the laws of the
State of Nevada shall govern the rights, obligations, duties and liabilities of the parties to this
Contract and also govern the interpretation of this Contract. In the event that litigation ensues
arising out of this Contract, it shall be filed in the Second Judicial Dishict Court, Washoe
County, Nevada

10. OTHER PROVISIONS

During the performance of this Contract, the Grantee must follow:
